from anti-abortion activists. 

An anonymous source with 
direct knowledge of decision-mak- 



ing at Komen’s 
headquarters in 
Dallas said a driving 
force behind the decision was 
Karen Handel, who frequently 
denounced Planned Parenthood. 

Brinker said Handel didn’t 
have a significant role in the pol- 
icy change. 

The source also said that Mollie 
Williams, who had been Komen’s 
director of community health pro- 
grams, had resigned in protest. 
Williams said she could not com- 
ment on her departure but said, “It 
would be a mistake for any organi- 
zation to bow to political pressure 
and compromise its mission.” 

Though comments posted on 
Komen’s Facebook page seemed 
to be mostly critical, Brinker said 
donations had increased since Tues- 
day.

Trump, a onetime possible con- 
tender for the presidency, said it 
was an “honor” to endorse Rom- 
ney. Taking the stage at his luxury 
hotel on the Vegas Strip, Trump lav- 
ished praise on Romney in trade- 
mark colorful terms, much as he 
does on his television show “Celeb- 
rity Apprentice.” 

“Mitt is tough, he’s smart, he’s 
sharp, he’s not going to allow bad 
things to continue to happen to this 
country that we all love, so Gover- 
nor Romney, go out and get ‘em. 
You can do it,” declared Trump, 


who briefly flirted with running for 
president himself, declared. 

“There are some things that 
you just can’t imagine happening 
in your life,” Romney countered 
as he took the podium. “This is 
one of them.” 

Trump’s endorsement came after 
a topsy-turvy set of events that sug- 
gested he might endorse Newt Gin- 
grich. Gingrich’s camp had been so 
confident of winning the real estate 
mogul’s backing that it had leaked 


word Trump would support the for- 
mer House speaker. One of those 
officials said Trump had “sent sig- 
nals” to Gingrich that he would sup- 
port him.

Deadly Riot Ignites Fury at Egypt’s Police 


Protesters aceuse 
forces of standing by 
during soccer brawl 

Cairo 

Security forces clashed Thursday 
with stone-throwing protesters 
enraged by the failure of police 
to prevent a soccer riot that killed 
74 people, as sports violence spi- 
raled into a new political crisis 
for Egypt. 

The deaths Wednesday night 
in a post-match stadium riot in 
the Mediterranean city of Port 
Said fueled anger at Egypt’s rul- 
ing military and the already wide- 
ly distrusted police forces. Many in 
the public and in the newly elect- 
ed parliament blamed the leader- 


ship for letting it happen — wheth- 
er from a lack of control or, as some 
alleged, on purpose. 

A network of soccer fans known 
as Ultras vowed vengeance, accus- 
ing the police of letting rivals 
attack them because they have 
been among the most aggressive 
of Egypt’s revolutionaries. 

Prime Minister Kamal el-Gan- 
zouri announced Thursday he had 
dissolved the Egyptian Soccer Fed- 
eration’s board. He also said the 
governor of Port Said province and 
the area’s police chief resigned. 

What began Thursday as a 
peaceful march from the Al-Ahly 
headquarters in Cairo descended 
into fury as more than 10,000 pro- 
testers reached the Interior Minis- 
try. Riot police were separated from 
the protesters by barricades that

Stricken Cruise Ship’s Riches Beckon in Italy 


Rome 

In the chaotic evacuation of the 
Costa Concordia, passengers and 
crew abandoned almost ever54hing 
on board the cruise ship: jewels, 
cash, champagne, 19th-century 
crystal glassware and art. 

Now, a veritable treasure lies 
beneath the Italian waters where 
the luxury liner ran aground Jan. 13 
off the Tuscan island of Ciglio. 

“It’s now a paradise for divers,” 
said Hans Reinhardt, a lawyer who 
represents 19 passengers seeking 
compensation. He said some clients 
traveled with diamond-studded 
jewels and other heirlooms. 

It may be just a matter of time 
before treasure hunters set their 
sights on the sunken spoils of the 
Costa Concordia, which had more 
than 4,200 people on board. Sev- 
enteen people are confirmed dead, 
with 15 more still missing.

“It’s considered off base to 
everybody because it’s a grave,” said 
Robert Marx, a veteran diver and 
author.

U.N. Closes In

United Nations 

The U.S. and its allies agreed 
Thursday to drop a demand to 
impose U.N. sanctions and a vol- 
untary arms embargo on Damas- 
cus, in exchange for a commitment 
from Russia to allow adoption of 
a U.N. Security Council resolu- 
tion that paves the way for Syrian 
President Bashar Assad’s depar- 
ture from power.

In its ads, domain-name hosting site 
Godaddy.com will feature a QR code, 
a 2-D code that people can scan with 
their smartphones so they can go to 
the company’s website. This is a first 
for a Super Bowl ad. 

For all their attempts to reach 
people on their “second screens,” 
said Tim Calkins, clinical professor 
of marketing at the Kellogg School of 
Management at Northwestern Uni- 
versity, advertisers won’t know what 
works until game day. 

“The question is: Which of the 
advertisers will really manage to con- 
nect on the day of the Super Bowl?” 
Calkins said. “It’s never entirely clear.”

Don’t Stop Now 

When people ask me how long the MARC train 
ride from Baltimore to Washington takes, I say 
an hour. But that’s only if I time it right. Let's say I 
just miss the 8:10 a.m. train — maybe because my 
heartless neighbor ignores my request to “Hold 
the elevator!!" The next one Leaves at 9:05 a.m., 
meaning my trip actually takes closer to two hours. 


es. This brings us to another one 
of Walker’s ways to improve fre- 
quency: more connections. 

It’s simply not possible to cre- 
ate routes that will take all of 
us exactly where we want to go 
and when we want 
to go. Much more 
doable is establish- 
ing a grid of reli- 
able transit that 
requires a transfer if 
you decide to devi- 
ate from a straight 
path. 

If you don’t like 
transfers, Walker says, that’s just 
because the ones you’ve experi- 
enced have been bad. The way he 
sees it, all connections should be 
short, pleasant and — attention, 
WMATA! — free. “The connection 
is a necessary inconvenience. It isn’t 
an added feature,” he says. 

For transit systems separat- 
ed from street traffic, such as our 
Metro, the future of frequency is 
particularly bright. Walker pre- 
dicts. A huge hurdle to increasing 
service is staffing costs. But if we 
follow in the footsteps of Vancou- 
ver, B.C.’s SkyTrain, a fully auto- 
mated system, we won’t need driv- 
ers any more. 

What we’ll always need, howev- 
er, is clearer thinking about transit 
— so I don’t have to wait an hour 
for the next train to work. 



I’ve always just chalked up those 
extra-long commutes to bad luck, 
but to Jarrett Walker, a popular 
blogger who’s been designing pub- 
lic transportation systems around 
the world for more than 20 years, 
they’re proof of the significance 
of frequency. 

“Frequency is freedom,” says 
Walker, author of the new book 
“Human Transit: How Clearer 
Thinking About Public Transit 
Can Enrich Our Communities and 
Our Lives” ($35, Island Press). The 
more often the train/bus/street- 
car arrives, the less you need to be 
obsessed with timetables. That, in 
turn, allows you to take trips spon- 
taneously — just like people who 
rely on cars. 

So when it comes to thinking 
about public transit, a lot of what’s 


on Walker’s mind relates to fre- 
quency and how to improve it. 

One way to get buses moving 
faster is to cut down on the num- 
ber of stops. American transit 
systems tend to place stops really 
close together to limit the amount 
of walking necessary. Walker 
explains. But that also slows buses 
down to the speed of molasses. Get 
rid of some stops, and people will 
walk more (which they should be 
doing anyway for their health) 
and wind up with better, more fre- 
quent service. 

Sounds like a win-win situa- 
tion, right? Not exactly. “People 
who like the bus stop in front of 
their house will scream,” Walk- 
er promises. But to make a transit 
system that works well for every- 
body requires individual sacrific-

Va. Set to Repeal Handgun Limit 


State Senate is ready 
to end one-a-month 
cap on purchases 

Richmond, Va. 

Virginia is poised to lift its one- 
per-month limit on handgun pur- 
chases, with the Republican-con- 
trolled state Senate expected to 
do away with the decades-old cap 
Friday. 

The Senate passed the measure 
in a preliminary vote Thursday, one 


day after the House passed its own 
version. Gov. Robert F. McDon- 
nell, a Republican, has indicated 
he will sign legislation lifting the 
purchase limit. 

Pro-gun lawmakers have tried 
for years to eliminate the one-per- 
month cap, imposed in the early 
1990s under Democratic governor 
Doug Wilder in an effort to curb 
gun trafficking. 

Bills to remove the limit have 
passed the Republican-dominat- 
ed House before. But they always 
died in the Senate at the hands

Capital Bikeshare Ready to Grow

The history of the Super Bowl includes 
lasting images of Marcus Allen and John 
Riggins breaking loose for long runs, 
and Franco Harris, Larry Csonka and 
Emmitt Smith churning out yards. 

But as the New York Giants and 
New England Patriots prepare to play 
on Sunday, the running backs are an 
afterthought. The two quarterbacks, the 
Patriots’ Tom Brady and the Giants’ Eli 
Manning, have done the heavy lifting on 
offense for their teams. The prospects for 
a running back carving a spot in Super 
Bowl lore this weekend seem slim. 

“The value of the running back has 
diminished greatly” said former Ten- 
nessee Titans running back Eddie 
George, who was in Indianapolis for 
the big week. “Everything is based off 
of the quarterback.” 

No player on either Super Bowl team 
had even 700 rushing yards during the 
regular season. Neither team had a run- 
ner ranked among the league’s top 26 
rushers. In the most pass-happy season 
in NFL history, the Giants and Patriots 
relied on their quarterbacks as heavily

as just about any team. 

Benjarvus Green-Ellis led the Patri- 
ots in rushing during the regular season 
with 667 yards. That put him 27th in the 
league. Ahmad Bradshaw, the Giants’ 
leading rusher with 659 yards, was 
29th. The Patriots, as a team, ranked 
20th in the league in rushing, and the 
Giants were last, quite a departure for 
a franchise that traditionally has taken 
pride in a rugged ground game. 

Nevertheless, “I feel like we can run 


the ball on anybody, which we haven’t 
been doing that well this season,” said 
Giants running back Brandon Jacobs, 
who had 571 yards this season. 

The Giants did crank up their run- 
ning game in the first round of the NFC 
playoffs, amassing 172 rushing yards in 
their triumph over the Atlanta Falcons. 
But that has been the exception rather 
than the rule this season. 

Meanwhile, Patriots rookie running 
back Stevan Ridley had 441 rushing 
yards during the regular season. But he 
has only four carries during the play- 
offs. That’s half as many playoff car- 
ries as the Patriots have given to tight 
end Aaron Hernandez, who occasion- 
ally lines up in the backfield. 

“Back when I played, you had to 
have a franchise back,” said Marshall 
Faulk, a Hall of Fame running back who 
won the title with the St. Louis Rams. 
“But now with everybody throwing the 
ball like they’re throwing it, you almost 
grow a little leery of a team like San 
Francisco that actually runs the ball 
more than they throw it. You look at it 
like, ‘What’s that? Who plays like that?”’

I did not walk out of the press 
screening of “The Wonnan in Black," 
opening Friday, because it was too 
scary (even though I don't Like scary 
nnovies). I Left because its subject 
nnatter— which involves a Lot of 
children dying — was about to send 
nne, if not into a full-fledged panic 
attack, at Least into 
the state where I wake 
up every hour to nnake 
sure nny son is still 
breathing. 

I have one child,

But the worst 
part of parenthood is the voice that 
sneaks in at 3 in the morning and 
whispers to the most sensitive part 
of your brain that it could happen to 
you, too. 

I can't think about it for Long. I 
won't. So I Left and wandered around 
the mall and bought some clothes for 
a niece due in March, trying to beat 
back fear with a poLka-dotted onesie.

Film Review 

According to spiritualists, the veil 
separating the world of the living 
from the world of the dead is tis- 
sue-thin at times. When it comes 
to cinematic ghost stories, howev- 
er, there’s a wide gulf between those 
who love the genre and those who 
just like to laugh at it. 

That divide was in stark evidence 
at a recent screening of “The Woman 


in Black,” a poltergeist-themed 
drama in which Daniel Radcliffe 
— making his post-“Harry Potter” 
debut — plays a London lawyer sent 
to the middle of nowhere to settle 


the estate of a deceased woman 
whose house is filled with ghosts, 
cobwebs, creepy wind-up toys and, 
not surprisingly, dark secrets. On 
the one hand, the movie provoked 


squeals of genuine terror from what 
seemed to be the student body of 
an all-girls middle school. On the 
other hand, the rows of critics kept 
erupting in guffaws and the kind of 
smart-alecky back talk you’d expect 
at a screening of “The Rocky Hor- 
ror Picture Show.” 

“The Woman in Black,” based 
on Susan Hill’s 1983 novel, delivers 
a better-than-serviceable — if less 
than “Sixth Sense”-worthy — scare. 
Director James Watkins knows how 
to make a body jump out of its skin, 
even if he uses the face-reflected-in- 
the-mirror trick once too often.

At the same time, the film is kind 
of, well, silly. 

Set a hundred years or so ago in 
the sort of small, remote and bleakly 
picturesque English village where 
folks don’t take kindly to strangers, 
“The Woman in Black” features a 
supporting cast of mostiy unknown 
actors (with the exception of Janet 
McTeer and Ciaran Hinds) tasked 
mainly with glaring at Radcliffe’s 
Arthur Kipps and urging him to 
take the next train back to London. 
He doesn’t, of course. 

Meanwhile, he finds himself 
drawn deeper and deeper into a 
mystery involving madness and 
the ghosts of dead children. That’s 
a winning (if less than original) for- 
mula, as any fan of Japanese horror 
can tell you. It also helps that Arthur 
is a widower himself He already 
imagines that he can see his late 
wife. What’s a few more apparitions

A Dance 
Film Like 
No Other 


Documentary 

It’s not every day that a director 
conies along and sweeps away a 
genre’s pesky cobwebs, but Wim 
Wenders does just that with his 
documentary (and Oscar contend- 
er) “Pina.” The director behind 
“Buena Vista Social Club” and 
“Wings of Desire” doesn’t reveal 
any basic facts about his subject, 
the late German dancer and chore- 
ographer Pina Bausch. Instead, he 
has crafted a 3-D collage of dance, 
unconventional interviews, archival 
footage and words that manages to 
describe her very essence. 

Bausch, who died unexpected- 
ly at the age of 68 two days before 
filming was to begin, was a master 
of the unorthodox. Those unfamil- 
iar with her work get a crash course 
during “Pina,” which features snip- 
pets of her choreography, including 
“Cafe Mueller,” a moving spectacle 
of dancers struggling across a set 
littered with tables and chairs. 

Much of the film, though, con- 
sists of tributes to Bausch, courtesy 
of her talented dancers. Each com- 
pany member gets the opportuni- 
ty to explain, in words and move- 
ment, her significance. 

You might call it arresting or 
spectacular, heart-rending or thrill- 
ing. But, as Bausch knew, none of 
the usual descriptors can do jus- 
tice to the object. This is one film 
that just needs to be experienced.

Caught in a Gimmick 


‘ChronicLe's’ premise 
is better in theory 
than in execution 

Film Review 

Movies that purport to be construct- 
ed from found footage, in the man- 
ner of “The Blair Witch Project” and 
“The Devil Inside,” usually do so to 
cloak a flimsy premise. That’s not 
the issue with “Chronicle,” in which 
a pretty good idea for a sci-fi thriller 
is undermined by hastiness — and 
by the pretense that it was mostly 
shot by one of its protagonists. 

That amateur cameraman is 
Andrew (Dane DeHaan), a Seat- 
tie-area high-schooler who’s bul- 
lied at school and at home. At the 
beginning, Andrew announces that 
he’s going to videotape his life, and 
“Chronicle” pretends to be mostly 
his footage. One night, Andrew and 
his cousin Matt (Alex Russell) attend 
a rave, where they wander off with 
Matt’s pal Steve (Michael B. Jordan), 
a senior-class superstar. 

In a development any super-

hero-origin buff will recognize, 
the boys crawl into a sinkhole and 
find a weird substance that alters 
them. They develop superpowers, 
and Andrew, weakest of the three, 
becomes the strongest. 

The guys have some adolescent 
fun with their gifts, doing “Jackass”- 
style stunts and lifting girls’ skirts 


from a distance. But Matt and 
Steve have read enough “Spider- 
Man” to know that with great 
power comes some responsibility. 
Andrew doesn’t concur. The movie 
only runs about 80 minutes, so it lit- 
erally doesn’t take long before his 
existential despair yields mayhem.

*Big Miracle’: Saving the Whales 


Film Review 

In this highly partisan era, when 
common ground seems to be locat- 
ed somewhere in the Bermuda 
Triangle, it’s comforting to revis- 
it 1988, when people from many 
backgrounds stumbled upon a uni- 
fying goal. What issue could possi- 
bly ally Greenpeace activists and oil 
executives, big-city journalists and 
rural Inuits, even Reagan and Gor- 
bachev? The sweetly beguiling “Big 
Miracle,” based on a true story, has 
the answer: three whales. 

As the family-friendly adventure 
opens, television reporter Adam 
Carlson Qohn Krasinski) stumbles 
upon a potentially career-chang- 
ing story. Gray whales — a moth- 
er, father and baby — have become

Bell); Adam’s ex-girlfriend, a mil- 
itant Greenpeace advocate (Drew 
Barrymore); and a couple of goofy 
yet enterprising Minnesotans who 
specialize in de-icing. Each has his 
or her own interests in mind, but all 
ultimately agree to help figure out 
how to save the whales. 

Cold War-era bonding over 
whales? It would sound absurd if 
it weren’t based on fact. s.m.

ALBERT NOBBS (R, 113 minutes) A 
delicate, closely observed chamber piece, 
this affecting portrait of longing, lying 
and leading double lives in 19th-century 
Ireland sneaks up on the audience with 
the quiet discretion of the enigmatic 
protagonist at its center. And, like him, 
it contains multitudes beneath its prim 
surface. Did I say “him"? Albert Nobbs 
is, after all, played by Glenn Close, who 
we first meet as a meek, impeccably 
groomed butler at a modest but respect- 
able hotel in Dublin. Nobbs has worked 
there for nearly 20 years, during which 
time the staff and guests have come to 
think they know him simply as a reserved 
keeper of secrets. Buttwo people Nobbs 
encounter confront him with the secret 
he has held closest of all: that he’s re- 
ally a woman who long ago assumed a 
man’s identity to survive and to this day 
doesn’t know exactly who he/she is. That 
filmgoers can so easily slip into Nobbs’ 
attenuated reality at all is due to Close’s 
uncanny performance. She possessesthe 
kind of transparent clarity and stillness 
that makes screen acting lookeasy. a.h. 


THE ARTIST (PG-13, 100 minutes) Cap- 
ping off a year of movies dedicated to 
high-style nostalgia, “The Artist" arrives 
like the last, lightest profiterole on the 
croquembouche. “The Artist" opens in 
1927, when dapper Errol Flynn-esque 
film star George Valentin (Jean Dujar- 
din) rules Hollywoodland as its reigning 
star, his million-dollar grin coming as 
easily as the waves of applause that 
predictably greet every one of his new 
pictures. When George crosses paths 
with an eager newcomer named Peppy 
Miller (Berenice Bejo), he’s cast in the 
role of mentor (and maybe more); but 
when talking pictures become the order 
of the day, she quickly begins an ascent 
up stardom’s ladder, while George’s for- 
tunes begin their inevitable slide, a.h.

But when his 
wife’s younger brother, Andy, winds up in 
hock to a volatile drug dealer (Giovanni 
Ribisi), Chris is forced to take up his old

Woodley). “The Descendants" is an ode to 
emotional dissonance, wherein regretand 
antic humor can coexist and even share a 
drink; it’s a tricky tonal high-wire act that 
writer-director Alexander Payne puLLs off 
with uncommon skill and aplomb, a.h. 
EXTREMELY LOUD AND INCREDIBLY 
CLOSE (PG-13, 129 minutes)There’safine 
Line between precocious and insuffer- 
able, and it’saLinecontinuaLLycrossed by 
Stephen DaLdry’s extremely Labored and 
incredibly crass adaptation of Jonathan 
Safran Foer’s novel. The story of how a 
young boy processes the trauma of his 
father’s death on Sept. 11, 2001, the film 
brazenly mines the imagery of that day 
to create a morbid pastiche of icono- 
graphic symbols. Oskar ScheLL narrates 
the story of how he Lost his father on 
what he calls the Worst Day and how a 
key he Left behind somehowfigures into 
an imaginary game they used to play. 
Rather than the rigor and restraint that’s 
called for here, DaLdry Lays the sentiment 
and studied idiosyncrasies on with a 
trowel Like a pastry-maker who can’t 
stop piling on the whipped cream, a.h.

men and her subsequent avenging fury 
have made her a feminist avatar for 
the WikiLeaks era. Handsomely filmed 
and impeccably acted, “The Girl With 
the Dragon Tattoo" is at once satisfying 
and underwhelming, a pristine, coolly 
atmosphericproceduralthrillerthat comes 
to the party a tad overdressed in hype. 
The movie’s most unsettling scenes, a 
brutal rapeand an equally torturous act 
of revenge, are staged by Fincher for max- 
imum shock value. But for the most part, 
he plays down his stylistic signatures, 
allowing the performances to project 
the story’s most subtle meanings, a.h. 
THE GREY (R, 117 MINUTES) Within its 
first several minutes, Joe Carnahan’s 
man-against-nature thriller takes on 
contours and shadings far more sophis- 
ticated than the usual pulp programmer. 
Liam Neeson plays John Ottway, a sharp- 
shooter who works for an oil company in 
Alaska keeping gray wolves and other 


predators at bay. Soon Ottway and his 
fellow he-men are on a plane bound for 
civilization. The plane won’t make it, leav- 
ing Ottway and six others marooned in 
the middle of a blank, icy wasteland with 
subzero winds, punishing snowstorms 
and packs of hungry wolves. Such pure, 
elemental motivations and obstacles 
could easily provide the makings of a 


brutish but viscerally effective B-movie, 
but Carnahan aspires to something more 
and he largely achieves it. Even with its 
requisite amount of hokum, though, 
“The Grey" executes its battle of the 
alpha-males with toughness, efficiency 
and even artistry, as Ottway’s long, un- 
speakably difficultslog reachesa conclu- 
sion that is anything but foregone, a.h. 


HAYWIRE (R, 105 minutes) 
Mallory Kane joins Lisbeth Salander 
and Margaret Thatcher as the latest 
tough-girl movie heroine by leaving a 
trail of carnage, sulphur and various 
male body parts in her wake. Played by 
real-life mixed martial arts champion 
Gina Carano, Mallory is a steely, smoky- 
voiced creation. It emerges that Mallory, a 
former Marine, hassomething to do with a 
Blackwater-esque private contractor and 
a black ops mission gone wonky.

Meryl Streep disappears so uncannily 
into former British prime minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher that her performance 
overpowers the movie.
